GOVERNMENT. 

New York, Sept. 3.—(Special.|—A‘ large 
number of bankers and capitalists of this 


city are interested ina movement to secure 


the payment by the United States Govern- 
ment of about $8,500,000 7 per cent gold 
bonds, indorsed by the State of Georgia in 
1869, but repudiated by the authorities of 
that State in 1872. Capitalists in Germany 
who had about $3,000,000 of Georgia’s re- 
bands, for which they paid 94 cents 
dollar, have retained ex-Chief-J ustice 
Lochrane, of the Supreme Court of Georgia, 
and other able lawyers, as their coun- 
sel. The New York holders have joined. 
their interests as far as possible with those 
of the foreign hoiders. Judge Lochrane is 
now in Chicago. From one of the Judge’s 
legal associates who is himself a Georgian it:

holders intend to invgke the intervention of 
international law in making their demand 
through the German Minister upon the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.

‘The strongest argument that can be made 
far this remedy is its prac jlity.

[New York Times.|—The Madison Square 
Garden, which has of late been given over 
almost entirely to tie sluggors.“ will dur- 
lug the month of October be devoted to an 
exhibition that may be of decided benefit to 
some people, while affording absolute pleas- 
ure to many others. From Oct. 22 to 26, in- 
elusive, the garden will be given up to the 
first annual exhibition under the auspices 
of the National HofseShow Asso- 
ciahon of America, a corporation 
Organized in this city last spring. The 
exhibition will be a novel one in many re- 
spects, and the first of its kind ever held in 
this country. Heretofore the owners of 
dogs, blooded cattie, and poultry have mo- 
nopolized the exhibition business. These 
exhibinops, which occur annually in all sec- 
tions of the country, have always been 
marked successes. both financially and as a 
means of comparison of strains of blood. 
They have also been beneficial in bringing 
together the breeders, and thus evoking dis- 
cussions which have alw proved of ad- 
vantage. Exhibitions of horses have, asa 
rule, been devoted to mere tri of 
speed, exciting and interest 
oo to satisfy the most ex 
ing, it is true, but of no especial inter- 
est beyond this to the lover of porate, Out- 
side of the annual meeting of the National 
Association of Trotting-Horse Breeders, no 
esvecial benefit has accrued frem such exhi- 
bitions as are had occasionally to breeders of 
the horse in its highest and most practical 
state of development—the trotter or roadster. 
Such of the public hs are interested in the 
horse as a horse and not as a 
medium for ‘satisfying their gambling 
propensities find at the race-tracks but 
oue class of horses—the runners on some 
tracks, trotters on others.
